During inter- 
vening years the disease was present. Prom September 1 to Decem- 
ber 31, 1915, 147 cases were notified. On January 22, 1916, smallpox 
was declared epidemic, the severity of the outbreak lasting until May, 
1916, when a decrease in prevalence began. On September 23 the 
disease was declared not to be present in epidemic form . The total 
number of reported cases occurring from January 1 to October 31, 
1916, was 1,444, with 465 deaths. (Population of Madras, census of 
1911, 518,660.)
